‘Kaiser's Report 
Reveals Records 


Outstanding production and 
sales records of the Kaiser Co. 
curing its last fiscal year were 
revealed in the issuance recently 
of an annual report. Highlights 
of the report follow: 

Kaiser Steel’s record sales of 
$134,500,041 were 14 per cent 
above the previous fiscal year. 

Net income was $9,121,284 as 
compared with $10,399,306 for 
the previous fiscal year. This 
was equivalent, after preferred 
dividends, to $2.12 per share of 
common stock as compared with 
| $2.52 per share for the year 
earlier. This reduction was pri- 
marily the result of increased de- 
preciation, depletion, and accel- 
erated amortization charges, up 
by $4,693,866 as compared with 
the previous fiscal 'year, and in- 
creased interest charges, up by 
$1,853,940. 

As of June 30, 1953, the com- 
pany’s working capital totaled 
$44,876,305 an increase of $10,- 
909,344 as compared with the 
same date a year earlier. 

The company’s investment in 
property, plant, and equipment 
reached $236,885,918, an increase 
of $49,465,012. These expenditures 
were primarily related to the | 
company’s expansion Pepa | , 
which is rapidly nearing comple- 
tion and which includes the fol- 
lowing projects: 

Expansion of facilities at the 
company-owned Sunnyside, Utah 
coal mines, and the Eagle Moun- 
tain, California iron ore mines, 
to supply thetadditional raw ma- 
terial requirements for the new 
third blast furnace. 

Addition of 90 new Koppers- 
3ecker type coke ovens, at Fon- 
tana, making a total of 225 ovens, 
permitting the company to be self- 
sufficient in coke for the three 
blast furnaces: also the addition 
of accompanying by-product fa- 
cilities.
